Commissioner Barbara Carey se¬ 
cures new park for Spring Garden 


A new park, 

known as the 
Spring Garden 
Arnold Greenfield Park, is 
now a reality, thanks to 
County Commissioner 
Barbara Carey. This park 
is located on the vacant 
lot in the 1000 block of 
North River Drive. 

Now a vacant lot used 
only as a sewer ease¬ 
ment, this property could 
become a source of pride 
for Spring Garden. A 
lease, at one dollar per 
year, has been offered to 
our Association. The pro¬ 
ject had bogged down in 
negotiations with the 
County until Commis¬ 
sioner Carey intervened 
to provide funds to the 
Civic Association to se¬ 
cure insurance. 

Now the project shifts to 


the City of Miami to assist 
our Civic Association to 
provide a few thousand 
dollars to fence and land¬ 
scape the park. The As¬ 
sociation has agreed to 
maintain the park.

A vigilant Spring Garden 
Civic Association contin¬ 
ues to monitor code vio¬ 
lations by the developer 
of the new six story 
condo on 11th Street. 
This developer continues 
to be a bad neighbor to 
our quiet residential 
neighborhood. 

First, the developer ille¬ 
gally removed trees with¬ 
out a permit. We have 
yet to see what kind of 
mitigation plan or fines 
the City will levy for this 
violation. Secondly, he 
illegally used the lot 
zoned single-family be¬ 
hind the condo for stor¬ 
age of construction ma¬ 
terial. He also tells buy¬ 
ers that it is the site of a 
future swimming pool, for 
which it is not zoned. 

When the developer got 
his permit from the City 
to construct the building,

he said it was to be one 
bedroom condos with the 
required one parking 
space per bedroom. 
Noting that there was 
also a second room la¬ 
beled a "den”, the City 
required the developer to 
sign a covenant that he 
would not market the 
property as two bedroom 
units, since he lacked the 
parking for two bedroom 
condos. Sure enough, 
vigilant neighborhood 
monitors noted signs, 
brochures and letters 
(we have them all in writ¬ 
ing or photographs) call¬ 
ing these condos two- 
bedroom units. 

Our evidence has been 
turned over to Juan Gon¬ 
zales at the City of Miami 
Building and Zoning De¬ 
partment. 

We wait to see what ac¬ 
tion the City will take.
